The Deputies Sent to Rescue Four Cap-. 


tured Officers are Fired UpA by 


the Mob— Several of the 


Rioters Arrested. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., June 11.— A battle 


between seven armed deputies and a 
mob of 30t> strikers occurred yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock at the Lemont 
No. 3 works of the SIcClure Coke' Co. 
One striker, a Slav, was killed in- 
Btantly, and two other Slav strikers 
were fatally wounded. Tbe deputies 
were surrounded and fired upon by the 
strikers before they shot 


The incidents leading up to the bat- 


tle began Saturday evening-, when a 
mob of several 
hundred 
strikers. 


mostly from the Trotter works of the 
Prick company, gathered at the depot 
at New Haven and took prisoners four 
workmen who are employed at the Val- 
ley works of the Frick company and 
were on ther way home at Leisenring-. 
The names of the workmen are John 
Delanoy, Oliver Attleby, John Britt 
and John 
Furlough. 
When 
they 


stepped of the train the mob surrounded 
them and marched them away. The 
four men were covered over with chalk 
and big placards with "scab," "black- 
leg" and other^epithets lettered thereon. 
The men were then marched through 
the streets escorted by the hooting 
mob and taken -to the Trotter and Leis- 
enring plants, where they were paraded 
through the streets between the com- 
pany houses. The strikers jeered them 
and the women spit upon them and hit 
them with stones and clubs. They 
were even inarched past their own 
homes, and their wives and children 
permitted to view them in their dis- 
graceful condition. 


Sheriff Wilhelm dispatched Deputy 


Sheriff Allen with seven deputies to 
rescue the workmen. Allen arrived at 
6 o'clock. At no time was he able to 
overtake the mob having the men in 
charge. 
Allen finally learned that the 


men were being passed from mob, to 
mob. It was found that the four men 
had been taken to Morrell, and from 
there to Youngstown, and thea to La- 
mont, where the battle occurred. 


Early yesterday morning-.aft^r placing i 


deputies to prevent the strikers froiii 
tilMflg1 their prisoners elsewhere, Allen 
returnee? to tJniontown for further or- 
ders and was directed to rescue the 
prisoners. 
Itcturiiiue1 to Lemont, he 


found the deputies retreating before a 
howling mob of Slavs. As Allen rode 
up a

lired his revolver 
at

Allen's revolve!' was defective and only 
two .shot were lired by him. Five of 
his assistants came up arjd bog-an'tiring 
with their Wincho<ter;.

til reinforced by other deputies, when 
a stand was made. The mob then be 
gun to disperse. Sheriff Wilhelm .wa 
again notified and sent thirteen more 
deputies. An hour Inter, twelve of tlu 
tnob were arrested and brought to jail 


The Slav that was shot was found ly- 


ing in the road shot through the bodi 
by a Winchester ball. Two other" 
were fottnd in bouses nearby, bothsaic 
to be mortally wounded, having been 
shot through the thighs. The strikers 
refused to give the name of the Sla 
killed or of those 
injured. . They 


wanted the .officers to take the deac 
striker with them when ranking arrests. 
One of the men arrested was shot in the 
arm.

When wheat and corn 
and oats and labor were sold for 60 cent 
dollars the proceeds went for calico and 
other merchandise that cost twice as 
much, measured by the 50 cent dollar, 
as the same articles cost when they were 
measured by the real dollar. 


'But notwithstanding tlus, fact, well 


known to people of ordinary good judg- 
ment, these demagogues prate about a 
gold standard, as if it were a continual 
source of robbery of the people and as if 
some other standard would be a relief to 
the people. They are careful, however, 
never to state what standard they pre- 
fer. 
They leave that to bo determed* by 


those whom they seek to deceive. There 
can be but one measure of value, "and 
they know it, and that measure is gold, 
which has the same value the world 
over. This of fteelf disposes of the falsity 
of the statement that "it is not that fiil 
ver has gone down, but that gold has 
gone up," meaning that it has gone up 
in this country. Gold is no higher in 
this country than it is any other coun- 
try. 


On this point, take the same blather- 


skites when they talk about the tariff, 
and they tell the farmer that the price 
of his products are fixed by the market 
in Liverpool. If they are correct in this 
assumption then they lie about gold 
having gone up in this country, for if 
prices are fixed in Liverpool for the 
American farmers' product then that 
value is measured by the gold standard 
of Great Britain, and ten dollars of 
American gold is wortiy ten dollars in 
Liverpool, and they have never been 
less tHan that at home. It is time that 
men ceased to listen to these bawling 
shysters. What troubles us in this 
country now is the party in power, 
which by its infamous and un-American 
policies has destroyed the demand for 
labor and the American farmers' home 
market, and if the circulating medium 
of the country were doubled in 2i hours 
it would not restore the market for labor 
or farm produce, and the man without 
labor, and without a market, could not 
get a dollar of the money on a fair ex. 
change. 
When the Republicans had 


power there was no trouble about a mar- 
ket, or about work, and both the farmer 
and the laborer got his money when the 
goods were delivered.

The many friend* of Dr. Paaaavant 


will regret to learn that he entered into 
his rest Sunday evenin|r(3rd) at his home 
in PitUburg, Pa., aged 73 year*. 


Dr. Paasavaat waa one of the greateat 


benefactors of the Lutheran church in 
America. He devoted the self-sacrific- 
ing labors of CO years to works of par* 
Christian benevolence. 


He waa tho founder of the "Deaconaa* 
Work" in America, hia work antedating 
tost of his friend, Rov. W. A. Muhlea- 
berg, D. D^ of the Epiacopal church. 
He waa an important factor in founding 
the "Emigrant House," at New York, in 
which poor emigrants are sheltered, 
cared for, aod aided in reaching their 
destination. He founded and nrought 
into succeasful operation, hospitals at 
Pitteburg,Pa,, Chicago, Milwaukee, Wis., 
and Jacksonville, III., and Orphan's 
Homes at Zelienople, Pa., and Rochester, 
N. Y. He was also identified with a 
number of other institutions of like 
character. 
Besides founding Thiel College at 


Greenville, Pa., he succeeded, after '25 
years of persevering labor, in establish 
ing the Evangelical Lutheran Seminary 
atLakeView,Chicago,of which R. P. 
Weidener, D. D., i» principal. 


He founded the Pittaburg Synod, 


nearly 60 years ago, and was largely in- 
strumental in organizing the Canada, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, TOKOS and Indiana 
synods, and was one of the founders of 
the General Council of the Evan. Luth. 
church. 


He was deeply interested in al! the 


missionary operations of thp church, and 
the groat work the Lutheran church in 
America is doing in the homo aud for- 
eign fields, and her deep interest in edu 
catiooal and benevolent work, is largely 
due to his labor and influence. 


Dr. Passavant was very conscientious 


in his acceptance of gifts for the benevo 
lent institutions founded by him. They 
had to be given from proper motives, or 
secured by commendable moans. He 
absolutely refused, on several occasions, 
to accept the proceeds of u "charity ball,' 
amounting to several thousand dollars, 
offered him for tho benevolent work in 
his hands. He utterly repudiated and 
detested the theory that the end sancti- 
fies the means. 


All the institutions founded by him 


are model institution^ of mercy. All 
classes, creeds and conditions arc admit 
ted and ministered to in thn name and 
for the sake of Him who had confpassiou 
on the afflicted multitude. 


As a preacher he was brilliant, at- 
tracting and swaying large congregations, 
captivating the most cultured and the 
most unlearned. As a pastor be was be 
loved by all. As an editor he' had rare 
ability, writing so as to reach and inter 
est the people. He rests from his labors 
and his works will long live m the 
church he BO dearly loved, and for which 
he so faithfully labored.

Not a dead or In e enemy was in 
sight and it was learned that the crew 
of a Big Foui train had been having 
some fun by placing torpedoes on the 
track.

WALKED ON THE WATER. 


Thousands of People at Riverside 


Park to See Alphonso King. 


Sunday afternoon a regular Fourth of 


July crowd in size assembled at River- 
side Park to witness the aquatic enter- 
tainment. Prof. Alphonso King did all 
that was advertised.' He walked a slack 
wire and performed balancing feats and 
then he walked on the river, using fish- 
shaped shoes 32 inches 'long, 8 inches 
wide ard 9 inches deep, surrounded by 
fills whl^h worked automatically. He 
walked a\ the rate of two miles an hour. 
The watt/ bicycle was successfully rid- 
den by Pi of. King. The water bicycle 
consists of cylinders surmounted by a 
seat and wheels very similar to those of 
the ordinary bicycle. The wheel has 
small paddles on it, and when put in 
motion they strike the wafer and furnish 
the propelling power. The steering ap- 
paratus consists of & miniature wheel 
placed just in front of the seat, connected 
with the rudder by cords, and a speed of 
eight miles an hour is possible. At night 
red fire was used for illuminating pur- 
poses and Prof. King repeated the feats 
of the afternoon in the presence of an- 
other large crowd.

CBIPPO: CBKEK, Col., June 10.—The 


Abor difflcnlty In this district was set- 
iledlast night by definite agreement, 
first, between Messrs. Hagersman, Mof- 
fat, and the small mine owners at Colo- 
rado Springs, and second between the 
county commissioner and Gen. Brooks, 
at a meeting held at military head- 
quarters in Altaian. 
The 
terms 


of 
this 
agreement 
*te: First, 


that the deputies will be at once with- 
drawn from the camp; second, that the 
mine owners shall be given immediate 
and peaceable possession of their prop- 
erty; third, that the militia shall furn- 
ish protection equally to miners and 
the mines, fourth, that troops shall re- 
main in the district at least thirty 
days and as much longer as the com- 
manding officer may deem necessary to 
secure perfect smoothness in the opera- 
tion of the mines; fifth, the miners are 
to deliver up to the commanding gen- 
eral all arms of their own and tho^ 
taken from others, together with all 
personal property belonging to others, 
borrowed or otherwise acquired, and

tioned at 
Cripple 
Creek,

and Victor with headquarters at Alt- 
man; seventh, persons for whom the 
sheriff has warrants shall be atrosted 
by Gen. Brooks and shall be turned 
over to the sheriff at Colorado Springs. 
The deputies broke camp at Victor yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock and started 
at once for Colorado Springs, where 
they will disband. 


The matter of opening the mines was 


also freely discussed, and most of the 
owners present \vere in favor of start- 
ing work as soon as possible and giving 
Gen. 
Brooks a full opportunity to 


show that he can and will per- 
form what he has promised. 
The 


chances are, therefore, that some of the 
mines will be opened to-day, and un- 
less Gov Waite changes his mind and 
sends new orders to Gen. Brooks the 
whole district will be in operation 
within a week.

tion to make the compromise effective the na- 
tional guards will have to stay here all sum- 
mer, and a collision can hardlv be avoided 


To this Gov. Waite replied: 
Heport from Altman or Victor as soon as 


possible the result of the Interview Let 
Brooks and Tarsney advise together andglte 
me their opinion of tbe necessltv of declaring 
martial law Command the sheriff to move his 
deputies to Cripple Creek, their position be- 
fore he violated the agreement. 


At 4 o'clock Gen. Tarsney, reported 


to the governor that the negotiations 
were then in progress to have the dep- 
uties withdrawn or disbandsd 
He 


said the mine owners only wanted to 
be assured that they could work their 
mines on the agreement. If these 
terms can be made, which Tarsney 
thought certain, there would be, in his 
opinion no necessity for a more strin- 
gent military intervention. All the 
prisoners taken by the deputies were 
turned over to Gen. Brooks

Waite readily consented to all 


this, but added: 


The armed deputies must be rcmmed or 


disbanded Do not slacken vour vigilance one 
particle. 


In regard to the shooting of the 


morning Gen Tarsney reported to the 
governor that it was due to the care- 
lessness of the deputies They ad- 
vanced up the canyon and a lot of min- 
ers, had mistook them for an armed 
body strengthening their position and 
fired upon them. No casualties re- 
sulted.

go into effect. That day ends the fiscal
